Dec. 7 —Gov. 
George White. In a statement to­ 
day. insisted the senate pass an in­ 
come tax and indicated that if it 
did not he would veto the entire 
ta x a tio n program which, as now 
■^approved bv the legislature, would 
*n>rovlde $60,000,000 in new revenue 
for 1935. 
Asked if this meant he would ve­ 
to the sales tax unless the Income 
tax Is passed, the governor said: 
"You can draw your own conclu­ 
sions.'' 
The governor *aid he would he 
satisfied with an increase in the 
intangible tax rate In lieu of his 
proposed personal earned income 
tax. 
He also said he would sign 
the re-enacted liquid fuel tax re­ 
gardless of whether the income tax 
is adopted or not. 
Reviews Original Program 
"In my four-point program which 
I submitted to the general assem­ 
bly." the statement said, "I recom­ 
mended the following forms of tax­ 
ation: 
"First—a 3 per cent sales tax; 
second—re-enactment of the liquid 
fuel tax; third—an increased tax 
upon gross receipts of public utili­ 
ties; fourth—an adequate Income 
tax. 
"Yesterday, the senate defeated 
the income tax by an overwhelming 
vote. 
“The house has surprised every­ 
one by immediately yielding to the 
wishes of the senate by accepting 
the sales tax as amended by the, 
senate.” 
lf the bill is permitted to stand 
Ohio’s millions will begin paying 
s three-per cent sales tax January 
I. 
Utility Tax SHI Vote Near 
With com: -aioli* grant*™ by both

bodies, the utility 
excise tax in­ 
crease bill was recommended out of 
conference committee for 
final 
adoption in the senate and house 
today. 
A vote on the conference report 
was

shortly

by the house to Governor White. 
The conference committee agree­ 
ment raises the estimated revenue 
hark to approximately the $3,500.- 
ooh it was anticipated to yield aa it 
originally passed the house.

TOKYO. Dec. 7.—Japan turned 
rn deaf ear today to an American 
warning that a costly naval race

Discussing the London speech of 
Norman H. Davis in which he gave 
the United States* views, a foreign 
office spokesman said: 
"No government eould last a day 
in Japan that compromised

For parts of $1. the tax is levied 
Iii brackets—-I cent on purchases 
from 9 to 39 rents, Inclusive: two 
cents on purchases rom 40 to 69 
cents, inclusive, and three cents 
on purchases from 71 cents to $t, 
inclusive. Sales of Items for less 
than 9 cents are exempt and the 
brackets 
are used In computing 
the tax for parts of $1 above the 
first dollar.

The bill repeals the soft drinks 
and cosmetics tax enacted for poor 
relief purposes a year ago.

SZEGED, Hungary, ive. 7—After Intermittent forays across th e 
frontier Into Hungary this morning. Serbian troops attached to the 
Yugoslav army, retired, temporarily relieving a highly dangerous situa­ 
tion. 
As the forces remain only a short distance from the frontier, how­ 
ever. their presence is a source of great anxiety to Hungary. 
The official Hungarian News Agency said the "Chetnlks," an or­ 
ganization of armed men. made midnight raids on evacuated Hungarian 
homes in Yugoslavia, carrying off valuables. 
A pogrom, the agency said. was announced by the Chetnlks to be 
impending against Hungarians. 
The Hungarian News Agency declared th* Yugoslav a u th o r ity in 
their wholesale deportations did not spare any one by reason of age, 
sex, or Illness. 
Challenge Hungarians To Right 
The Kerb detachment 
entered 
this country only three miles from 
here early this morning and chal­ 
lenged a Hungarian border force to 
fight.

The new bone of contention, thr 
utilitie s excise tax increase, htng 
ed on three points of dispute.
